A voluntary colonization of discontented South¬ 
ern whites has commenced. If there is to he a 
colonization of any portion of the people of the 
South, it is eminently proper that it should be the 
slaveholders instead of their former slaves. 

In referring to this matter the American Baptist 
of this week says : 

“We learn that numbers of the old planters in 
various parts of the South are making up their 
minds to leave the country and seek one more con¬ 
genial to their sympathies and tastes. Nearly two 
hundred emigrants from Texas are nowin this city 
on their way to Brazil, and we are told that other 
companies will soon follow. This is a sensible 
movement. It is a kind of colonization we heartily 
approve of. Let those remove who are dissatisfied 
with the government, not those who have proved 
themselves its firm friends and supporters. We 
have often maintained in these columns that ban¬ 
ishment was the proper punishment for persistent 

permanent peace, there must he a large exodus of 
the disturbing element. If they will go volun tanly 
ail the better ; if not, let an example be made ot 
the ringleaders. An enforced exile of Mayor Mon¬ 
roe, and one or two hundred like him, would ope¬ 
rate as a charm in giving quiet to the South.

ipresentatives are individually. They are a shabby 
set, anyhow. They need removal quite often from this 
hot-bed of intrigue. The cold blasts from the North 
are very lieneficial. Take for instance the SeDate to¬ 
day. The chief Mm of its members seems to be how 
best to make the most of their position. It is most 
notorious that the Senate, representing as is presumed 
the erinne-df-la-creme of American public men, is by far 
more corrupt than the House. The latter is too numer¬ 
ous and its constituent parts change too often to pay for 
purchase—espeeiMly when the bargain is costly. Ig¬ 
norance is much more at fault there than corruption. 
But the select Senate is the home of bargain, barter and 
sale. No one living here and looking can doubt this. 
The causual visitor here, who knows anything of lobby 
management, can see the truth of this remark. 

The Senate Chamber, occupied by the present extra¬ 
ordinary session, is little else than an exchange for the 
sale and transfer, of offices. A corrupt Executive hold¬ 
ing the power of nomination ; and a greedy, venial, or 
timorous Senator holding in his grasp a veto of that 
nomination, horgMn together how much shall he paid 
for mutual concession.

- Dear St andard : It is of course needless for me 
fco teh you of my interest in your labors ; yet I do ( 
not know that I have anything else to tell you. 
Thus far distant from the centre of public affairs, I 
hardly dare to risk any conjectures before your 
readers. It seems to us off here that the XLth | 
Congress dares not impeach the President. The 
patronage of the Executive has been too strong a j 
temptation fpr Congressional virtue to resist. How 
gratefully the members pick up every little crumb 
of comfort that can he got from any slight show of 
deference to their opinion on the part of Johnson ! 
Again and again have I trembled lest the two par¬ 
ties should fraternize ; they yielding nine-tenths 
and he yielding'nothing except gracious phrases. 
Still, I t hink we may have great trust in the stolid 
obstinacy of Johnson. That is a reliance which 
has never yet failed us, and the stock seems inex- 
haaistihle. Were.lie an ordinary man, simply mul¬ 
ish, I should be tempted to despair. A little com- 
piiance with the temper oi fee people, and a seem¬ 
ing submission to the military law would largely 
reinstate him in pyfelje respect and sympathy.
